Reserves Called Out 


ROME.—(/P)—Reserves of the Ital- 


ian anti-aircraft force were called out 
on the eve of Premier Musolini's im- 
portant statement of military policy to 
the Italian Senate. The reserve call 
was seen both as a show of Ltaly's mil- 
itary preparedness and as emphasis 
of Italy's annoyance over a mysterious 
night flight of a French warplane over 
Italian territory last week. 


The number of reservists involved

Mussolini's speech wa.s expected to

The 22-year-old is one of the worst 


into menaces, only slightly better than 
the IG-year-olds. 


The death rate leaps alarmingly be- 


tween 17 and 22. At 22, a young man 
has one chance in 128 that his dis- 
abling illness will be fatal. When he 
was five years younger it would have 
lakcn 211 such illnesses to produce a 
fatality. 


At no time in life arc So few physi- 


cal examinations lakcn. The boy in 
liis teens receives twice as many. 
KycMght and slight illness are pre- 
vailingly neglected at this age. 


Bear Unemployment Brunt 


All through the depression, youths 


from 18 to 2-1 carried twice the burden 
of unemployment that older citizens— 
even the after-45 group—had to bear. 


But it is crime .statistics, particular- 


ly, which point to 22 as the most 
dangerous age. Last year, 22,875 men 
and women of 22 were permanently 
recorded with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 


Of these, 317 were booked for murd- 


er, 943 for 
robbery, and 
3432 for 


larceny and theft, including auto theft.

Why should it apparently be in- 
creasingly so? 


Those who have .studied the situa- 


tion scientifically point out that the 
22-year-olds of last year und this are 
the first depression generation. 
The 


"Lost Generation" which was "lost" 
in the World war, is being succeeded 
by another "Lost Generation" which 
losl itself in the cruel mazes of the 
depression. Their adolescence colored 
by lough economic sledding afler a 
childhood amid the Prodigal Twenties, 
they come to maturity in a time of de- 
pression.

Business Looks to 


Easter Purchases 


Business Spotty and Irreg- 


ular in Eighth District, 


Says Report 


ST. LOUIS- W—Business looked 


toward Easter buying Wednesday to 
stop downward trends which the Fed- 
eral lic.sei-vc Bank reported "Were still 
very noticeably in evidence." 


The bank, in its bulletin on condi- 


tions for the Eighth District in Feb- 
ruary and the first half of March, 
found a "considerable degree of spot- 
lincss and irregularity" in trade and 
industry. 


Although manufacturing and distri- 


bution continued to fall during Feb- 
ruary, the bank said, iroji and steel 
production has increased since 
the 


first of the year and a moderate pre- 
Easler pickup in retail trade is be- 
coming apparent. Boot and shoe pro- 
duction has moved upward from the 
lo wlevel of December. 


On the whole, however, manufactur- 


ing record "broad declines" in Feb- 
ruary over a year before, and in some 
instances output was Ihe smallest for 
the month since 1933. Certain classifi- 
cations in wholesaling and jobbing 


• ine.s also reached the lowest February 
nark since 1933. Sales volume for 
:he month, except in a few seasonal 
lines, was smaller than in January. 


Warm weather prevailing through- 


out the winter proved a distinct deter- 
ranl to the bituminous coal industry 
and retarded movements of winter 
clothing and other seasonal merchan- 
dise with such emphasis that special 
.'files of such goods "met with indif- 
ferent response." 


A note of cheer in retail trade was

jobs for youngsters just getting out of high school.

surveys on the subject of women who work. These surveys in- 
dicated pretty definitely that women do not seek employment 
outside the home because they just must have a fur coat like 
that cute.Mrs. Smith down the street or because they can't 
bear living on the wrong side of the tracks—or for the fun of 
it." The surveys show that women work because they have to 
—usually because they have at least one other person wholly 
or partially dependent on their income. 


The National Federation of Business and Professional 


Women's Clubs and the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion conducted the surveys. The business and profesional 
•women's survey of 12,000 women with a median annual in- 
come of §1315—well above the average for the 10,000,000 em- 
ployed. American women—shows that one woman worker in 
two supports other persons and that one-sixth of those re- 
porting are heads of households with from two to seven mem- 
bers. Further, there are only ?, per cent of the women who 
have no dependents and live in homes which they do not help 
support. 


The Y. W. C. A. group surveyed younger women with 


smaller incomes.- Among that group 66 per cent have other1 
persons wholly or in part dependent on them. And the me- 
dian wage for the group is only $18 a week.

51.25 a bale to growers who surrender- i 
ed title on loan cotton to the govern- 1 
ment also were rejected. Smith said 
the group suggested he rewrite his 
proposals into a separate bill. 


Other conferees said the tobacco in-

sold "subject to government tests" may 
mislead the buyer to believe such seed 
is tested by the government prior to 
sale. As a matter of fact, all seeds 
are sold subject to government test in 
that they may be sampled and tested 
after sale to check on the truthfulness 
of statements made on the package. 


Statements such as "in sealed bags" 


also may create the impression the 
seed was sealed under some 
officfal 


supervision, when as a matter of fact 
the sealing was done by the dealer and 
in no way affects the quality of the 
seed that may be delivered. 


Many farmers avoid planting infer- 


ior seed by having it tested by their 
State feed analyss before planting.
